1. (Currently Amended) A system for optimizing the bandwidti on an audio/video 
network, said system comprising: 

at least one slave client [[in]] operable for communication with a mester box for thereby 
receiving network services at said at least one slave client; 

a romot o control unit for oommunicat i ng with oaid Qt l east on e slav e di e nt; 

a television [[In]] operable for communication with said at l e a s t one iiaid slave dient and 
said romoto oontroK sold t e l e vision having both an on condition and an off condition; and 

a remote control unit for communicating with at least one of said slave client and said 
televisk^n:

wherein said television can be selectively set in either said on conditi on or said off 
condition by a user Qperatino said remote control unit; 

wherein when said television is sfet in said on condition, said slave dient is operable to 
automatrcallv get online and communicate said network s ervices from saki master box and to 
said television so as to plav said network services on said television: 

wherein when said television is set In said off condttion, said slave dient is operable to 
either automatically turn off substantially completely or au tomatically enter a sleep mode, as 
selectively predetermined: and 

wherein when said slave client is in said sleep mode, said slave c lent is both partially 
turned off and operable to record said network sen/ices and update assodate d databases. 

2. (Currently Amended) The system of daim 1, wherein when said television is 
tumod off by caid romoto contro l unit set In said off condition , said re-note control unit is 
operable to transmit a signal i c troncmitted to said ot least on e slave client SDas to turn [[it]] said 




l id to l ov i s i on is turned on or off by caid nprnoto oontrol un i t, said at le a s t 
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slave client substantially off [[toD and thereby stop the transmission of netwiork services data to 
said at l ea s t on e slave client from said master box. 

3. (Cun^ntly Amended) The system of daim 1, wherein when said television is 
tumod off by caid rem^tr^ frr^nt"^^' set in said off condition, said re -note control unit Is 
operable to transmit a signal i o troncmittod to said at loact one slave client so as to pteie© enter 
said at loaet one slave client ifva into said sleep mode, which thereby allows said slave client to 
update said associated databases from said master box[IJl but it is and othenMse be 
substantially turned off. 

4. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein said at le ast one slave 
client includes a teaming module that allows enables said at loact ono 3lave client to learn 
appropriate remote control codes associated with at least one e*heF ertertalnment devieee 
device selected from the oroup consisting of said television, a videocass^tte recorder, and a 
stereo. 

5. (Currently Amended) The system of daim 1, wherein [[Vre]] said audio/video 
network Is adapted for use in a single family home. 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of daim 1, wherein [(the]l sajd audio/video 
network is adapted for use in a commercial establishment. 

7. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein said a t-least on e remote 
cor^tro! unit is a smart remote control umt that oends is operable to tranj;mit a signal to said 
slave client regarding the status on/off condition of said television. 
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8. {Currently Amended) The system of claim 4, wherein said at toa s t on e remote 
control ynrt is a standard remote control unit, and said at lea s t on e slave client d e termineo is 
operable to detemiine the ©tatys on/off condition of said television[[J] based on said learned 
remote control codes. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method for optimizing the bandwidti on an audioArideo 
network system , said method comprising the steps of : 

providing at least one slave client that is Qin]] operable for commonfcation with a master 
box so as to receive audio and video information therefrom; 

providing a remote control unit for communicating with Qsaid]] at le&st one of said slave 
client and a television that is operable for communrcation with said slave client : 

communicating a signal from said remote control unit and to said at I jact one slave client 
when [[a]] sajd television is turned either on or off; and 

placing said at le ast on e slave dient in [[an]] a predetermined appropriate state based on 
said signal received bv said slave client from said remote control unit. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 9, said method further comprising the 

step of : 

programming said remote control unit to send [[a]] said signal to said at least on e slave 
dient when said television is turned either on or off by said remote control URit , 

11. (Cun^ently Amended) The method of claim 10, said metho^ j further comprising 
the step of ; 

tuming said at l oact ono slave client off when said signal received from said remote 
control unit indicates that said television [[is]] has been turned off, in ord e r to stop therebv 
stopping the transmission of audio-and-video information data from said master box and to said 
at l east ono slave dient. 
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12. (Currently Amended) TTie method of claim 10. said method further comprising 
the step of : 

placing said ot ioact ono slave client in a sleep mode when sard signal received from 
said remote control unit indicates that said television [[IsJ] has been, turned off, cuch that I t may 
thereby enabling said slave client to update its databases as necessaryH.]] [[it]] if ?9'<i Slav? 
client is in said sleep mode for an extended period of time. 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of daim 9, said method fLrther comprising the 

step of : 

programming said at ioast e ne slave client to learn signals comnuni«lte<< from said 
remote control unit so as to determine when said television is tumed on or off, 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of daim 13, said method further comprising 
the step of: 

turning said at toaot one slave dient off when said ot Ioact ono slawe dient determines 
that said remote control unit has tumed off said television. 

15. (Cun-ently Amended) The method of claim 13. said method further comprising 
the step of : 

placing said at least one slave client In a sleep mode when said signal received from 
said remote control unit indicates that said television [[is]] has been turned off. cuoh that theT^bY 
enabling said at loost one slave dient may ctill to update its databases if [[i ]] said slave dient is 
in said sleep mode for an extended period of time. 

16. (Cun-ently Amended) The method of daim 13, said methcd further comprising 
the step of : 

turning said at Ioact one slave client on when said at I oact on e slave dient determines 
that said remote control unit has tumed on said television. 
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17. (Currentry Amended) A system for optimizing the bandwidth on an audioArideo 
networlc, said system comprising:

master box so as to receive network services therefrom and display theheby play audio and 
video on on accociated a television that is operable for communication wth said slave client: 
and 

a remote control unit that lo intondod operable to selectively control said television[[,]] 
including placing and thereby set said television in either an on conditfan [[and]] or an off 
condition; [[and]] 

wherein said at l oact on e slave client [DnJ] is operable for comnunlcation with said 
remote control unit so as to detemiine whether said television is in said on conditton or said off 
condition. 

18. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17, wherein said remote control unit 
eends is operable to send a signal to said at loact one slave cllent^apd said signal is indicative 
of whether said television is in [[an]] sajd on condition or [[an]] sajd off condition. 

19. (Cun-ently Amended) The system of claim 18. wherein sard at l oaot ono slave 
client has a learning module that is operable to learn program codes associated with said on 
condition and said off condition of said television as emitt e d sent from and indicated by said 
remote control unit. 

20. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17, wherein wl-en said television is 
determined to be in said off condition, said at loast on e slave client Is plac e d i n te operable to be 
set in an off condition so as to stop the transmission of petwork services data from said master 
box. 

21. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17, wherein wten said television is 
determined to be In said off condition, said at loact o ft slave client Is p taeod i nto operable to be 
set in a sleep condition mode , which aHewe thereby enables said at l oogt on e slave client to 
update its databases from said master box. 
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
